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TRAINING  OBJECTIVES  AND  YOU 


In  the  Green  Certificate  approach  to  training,  there  are  three 
key  people,  the  student , the  trainer-farmer,  and  the  program  administrator . 
The  TRAINING  OBJECTIVES  contained  in  this  booklet  are  important  tools 
for  all  three  parties  as  they  attempt  to  plan  and  execute  a program  of 
learning. 


For  the  Student: 

Training  Objectives: 

Cl)  Outline  what  is  expected  of  him  in  learning  a skill 
(outline  the  extent  of  the  skill  statement  in  the 
1 ittle  box). 

(2)  Help  him  plan  his  own  training  programs. 

(3)  Indicate  what  standard  of  knowledge  and  skill 
performance  is  required  to  meet  Green  Certificate 
Cpractlcal  farming)  requirements  and  help  him  to 
decide  when  he  is  competent  and  ready  for  testing 
and  certification. 

(4)  Provide  a gauge  for  progress  and  position  as  he 
works  through  a training  plan. 

For  the  Trainer-Farmer : 

Training  Objectives: 

(1)  Indicate  what  is  necessary  for  the  student  to  meet 
Green  Certificate  requirements  and  standards. 

(2)  Allows  him  as  a trainer,  to  decide  in  what  areas  he 
can  train  the  student  and  in  what  areas  the  student 
needs  to  get  further  instruction  from  elsewhere. 

(3)  Provide  a check  1 1st  of  areas  for  testing  of  the 
student . 

(4)  Provide  a method  of  gauging  his  student's  progress 
when  learning  a particular  skill. 

For  the  Program  Administrator: 

Training  Objectives: 

(1)  Provide  a plan  of  what  the  student  and  trainer  are 
covering  which  is  the  basis  for  regular  monitoring 
visits. 

(2)  Provide  a basis  from  which  to  work  with  the 
trainer-farmer  in  making  supplemental  education  and 
training  available  to  the  student. 

(3)  Provide  a basis  for  fair  and  uniform  skill  testing 
and  the  granting  of  the  Green  Certificate.
